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The Evolution of DX Bulletins

With the Packetcluster system going full tilt 7 x 24, and with CW skimmer “robots” 
combing the bands and never getting tired or having to take a bathroom break, real- 
time DX information is no more than an IP connection away. If you’re like me, you sub- 
scribe to several on-line DX bulletins that are delivered by email, some monthly (like 
the “425 DX Magazine” from Italy), some weekly (like the “ARRL DX Bulletin”, “425 DX 
News” and the “Ohio/Penn DX Bulletin”) or even daily (like W3UR’s “Daily DX”). 


We also enjoy DX-oriented web sites that are too numerous to mention. One of my 
favorites is found at http://DX-world.net. 


But it was not always so. 


I’ve written about my memories of “one ringers” and team DXing using DX spotting nets, but those aren’t bulle- 
tins. A DX bulletin is like an old friend you can sit down with near the fire (or under a palm tree on the sand here 
in SoCal) and become absorbed in. You get to form a mental picture of what DXing is like on the other side of 
the pileup and the other side of the world. You get to read interesting stories about interesting DX characters. 
Remember Gus Browning, Don Miller, Dick McKercher, Romeo Stepananko, Martti Laine, Danny Weil, Lloyd and 
Iris Colvin and others? It was because of what they did that we subscribed to the bulletins. 


But | wanted to step back further and see from where the modern DX bulletin sprung. The earliest form of DX 
“bulletin” (Il use the term lightly) was the “Calls Heard” column in QST. Certainly in the 1920’s, getting an issue 
of QST in the mail was considered “real time”. 


Post WW2, and stretching for many years, we enjoyed “How’s DX?” by the prolific Rod Newkirk who chronicled 
all things DX for three decades. 


| was a bit young for Don Chesser’s “DX Magazine”, a 24-page weekly pub filled with stories, pictures and DX 
sightings, but | still enjoy thumbing through old issues. Several issues sport $0.07 Airmail stamps. (How we’ve 
progressed. Seven cent airmail stamps. My computer keyboard doesn’t even have a “cent sign” key!) 

| subscribed to “The DX Bulletin” for years. Jim Cain, K1TN, wrote and published The DX Bulletin weekly from 
July 1979 until February 1986 when it was taken over by Chod Harris, VP2ML who continued publication until 
1996. The DX Bulletin was a devoted to news of interest to DXers worldwide, with about 2,000 subscribers 
around the world. Most of the bulletins were produced using an electric typewriter before Cain “computerized” 
issue 260 which was the first issue published using a computer, a Radio Shack TRS-80. 

But you simply can’t write a story about DX bulletins that doesn’t include the “West Coast DX Bulletin”. Written 
and published from 1968 to 1979 by Hugh Cassidy, WA6AUD who, together with his XYL Virginia never missed 
an issue in 11 years of publication. “Cass” as he was known had 3,200 subscribers world wide because he wrote 
great stuff! Who can forget the “Local QRPers”, the “Mysteries of the Ages”, the “Inevitable Truths”, and the 
“Eternal Enigmas of DXing”? And who of us will ever forget that “DX IS”? You can seek for a long, long time for 
the true meaning of “DX IS”, and when you join the enlightened, remember Cass.
